To  the  Citizens  of  Springfield: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  S'chools. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  as  of  January  1  1957  was  54,  divided  as 
follows:  Primary  Room  (Grades  1-4)  20:  Upper  Room  (Grades 
5-8)    34. 

I  believe  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  enrollment  in 
the  Upper  Room  of  34  pupils  is  a  very  heavy  load  for  a  teacher 
to  handle — especially  when  it  involves  teaching  four  different 
grades.  Certainly  some  thought  should  be  given  to  sending 
Grades  7  and  8  pupils  or  only  Grade  8  pupils  to  another  school 
(possibly  New  London  or  Sunapee.)  These  Junior  High  age 
pupils  would  have  the  advantages  of  Shop,  Home  Economics, 
and  Physical  education  as  well  as  being  in  classes  with  other 
pupils   of  the  same   grade. 

If  this  were  done  it  would  leave  Grades  1-6  at  Memorial 
School.  Then,  each  teacher  would  have  three  grades  instead  of 
the  present  four.  This  would  decrease  the  number  of  pupils  per 
room  and  make  it  possible  to  devote  more  time  to  the  individual. 

HiANDWRlTTING 

The  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  System  was  added 
this  year.  Trained  handwriting  supervisors  visit  each  classroom 
once  a  month,  outline  the  work  for  the  next  month  and  check 
the  work  of  each  pupil  for  the  previous  months.  A  diagnostic  re- 
port is  given  to  the  teacher  indicating  the  items  which  are  to 
be  made  the  basis  for  remedial  instruction.  Each  room's  work 
is  rated  for  the  month. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  favorable  comments  already  on  this 
system  from  parents,  teachers  and  pupils.  As  time  goes  on,  I  am 
sure  the  general  handwriting  level  of  the  school  will  be  raised 
and   that  an  improvement   wil  be  noted   in   most  pupils. 
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IMPROVEMENTS 

The  exterior  of  the  buUding  was  painted.  The  iron  water 
pipe  from  the  well  to  the  building  has  been  replaced  with  plastic 
pipe. 

The  fire  insurance  coverage  on  the  school  has  been  increased, 
for  each  of  the  past  three  years.    The  coverage  is  now:

TRANSPORTATION 

A  special  article  is  included  in  the  warrant  to  provide  funds 
for  transporting  S(pringfield  students  to  high  school.  Any  action 
would  not  become  effective  until  September  1958. 

Cerainly  we  are  not  providing  all  of  our  students  an  .'equal 
opportunity"  for  getting  a  high  school  education  when  they 
are  required  to  get  to  high  school  as  best  they  can.  At  present 
an  expense  and  in  some  cases  a  hardship  is  worked  on  some 
parents  to  provide  transportation.  The  nearby  communities  of 
Newbury  and  Sutton  are  now  providing  high  school  transporta- 
tion at  District  expense.  I  hope  Springfield  will  do  likewise  as 
of   September  1958. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
co-operation  of  the  School  Board,  school  staff,  and  citizens  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

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Report    of    Helping    Teacher 


Servicing  the  five  districts  of  Supervisory  Union  43  (New- 
port, Sunapee,  New  London,  S|pringfield  and  Croydon),  the 
position  of  Helping  Teacher  as  defined  by  law  and  by  personal 
conviction  continues  to  pursue  these  goals;  (1)  giving  helpful 
advice  and  assistance  to  teachers,  pupils,  and  parents  of  a 
school  system  as  a  means  of  improving  educational  growth  and 
development  of  children;  (2)  helping  to  solve  pupil  problems 
of  retardation  and  maladjustment;  (3)  helping  to  meet  the 
needs  of  children  and  the  community  through  curriculum  study; 
and  (4)  acting  as  a  general  consultant  to  the  entire  staff  in  re- 
cognition of  educational  needs. 


The  cooperation  and  encouragement  given  me  by  all  school 
personnel  with  whom  I  come  in  daily  contact  have  constantly 
helped  me  to  keep  in  focus  and  seek  the  fulfillment  of  these 
broad  objectives.  The  following  briefly  reviews  some  of  the 
responsibilities  I  have  been  happy  to  share: 

1.  TESTING  PROGRAM— Test  scores,  whether  taken  from 
tests  of  readiness,  aptitude,  mental  ability,  or  achievement,  are 
meaningful  only  to  the  extent  they  are  used  to  guide  the  educa- 
tional growth  and  development  of  children.  To  this  end,  in- 
creased efforts  have  been  made  to  interpret  results  of  tests  in 
determining  and  fulfilling   needs  and  interests  of  children. 

2.  CLASSROOM  VISITS— Visits  are  made  with  an  estab- 
lished purpose  and  make  it  possible  to  share  the  physical, 
emotional,  and  educational  atmosphere  of  the  classroom.  Follow- 
up  conferences  with  teachers  are  intended  to  exchange  ideas, 
review  general  obsrvations  and  to  promote  instructional  im- 
provement, especially  with  new  teachers  and  experienced 
teachers  in  new  positions. 

3.  RESOURCES  AND  MATERIALS— These  are  essential  in 
providing  enrichment  in  teaching,  wuth  greater  interest  and 
learning  for  pupils.  Through  letters,  bulletins,  samples,  or  other 
memoranda,  a  variety  of  teaching  aids,  notices,  and  announce- 
ments are  called  to  the  teachers'  attention. 

4.  GROUP  MEETINGS— Whether  a  formal  staff  meeting, 
an  informal  chat  with  a  teacher,  participation  in  P-T-A  discus- 
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sions,  or  attending  educational  conferences,  such  meetings 
cover  a  variety  of  topics  and  are  aimed  at  reviewing  principles 
of  teaching,  improving  instruction  or  interpreting  the  school 
program. 

5.  AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS^ — A  considerable  increase  in  in- 
terest and  use  of  filmstrips  as  a  powerful  teaching  aid  has 
prompted  plans  for  adding  new  filmstrips  to  our  library.  In 
terms  of  cost,  time,  space,  and  educational  value,  the  filmstrip 
is  leading  the  way  as  an  effective  audio-visual  aid  to  teaching. 

The  work  of  helping  teachers  is  interesting,  varted  and  one 
must  be  constantly  alert  to  new  and  better  ways  to  helping 
teachers  to  help  children.  The  cooperative  spirit  of  all  teachers 
and  the  mutual  interest  in  the  best  education  for  all  make  the 
work  of  Helping  Teacher  a  purposeful  pursuit.
